“ W ell, what with this bloomin’ w ar on 
and blokes goin’ west by the thou­ 
sands, a pacifist or conscientious objec­ 
tor is one of two things, lie’s either a 
blinkin’ coward or a bloody pro-Ger­ 
man. 
But it s funny the w ay some o’ 
them blighters, w ith their West End 
ideas back In Blighty, changes their 
minds when they gets out here in the 
mud. and gets their first glimpse of a 
wooden 
cross.

“ He turned to me and answered: 
‘It’s the likes o’ you who volunteered 
for this w a r what keeps it goin’. 
lf 
you had all refused to go at first, there 
wouldn’t he any w ar?’ 
“ I couldn’t see it his w ay at all, and 
went right back at him w ith : ‘Yes, and 
if it wasn’t for us volunteering, Hie 
bloody Germ an flag would now be fly­ 
ing over Buckingham palace and King 
George would be In the Tow er of lo n ­ 
don.’ 
“ H e thought a minute or tw o and 
answered: ‘W ell, what of it; one flag’s 
as good as another, and as for the 
bloomin’ king what did he ever do for 
you but make you pay taxes so he 
eould bloomin’ well sit around doing 
nothin’?’

“ The next time T met the Moke was 
when wfe buried old Sm ith out of the 
Tenth platoon in the cemetery at L a 
Hassee. 
Ile was one of the grave dig­ 
gers. 
All during the burial service 
lu stood looking at the Union .Tack 
with a queer look on his face. 
W hen 
old Sm ith was lowered into the ground 
and the dirt was thrown on him the 
conscientious objector— W atkins was 
his name— came over to me and said: 
“ *I hear he (pointing at old Sm ith’s 
grave) is forty-eight years old and has 
left a w ife and three nippers back in 
Blighty. 
H e was too old for the draft, 


w a s n ’t he? 
Then he must have vol­ 
unteered.’ 


“ I answered; ‘O f course he volun­ 
teered. and thoro he lies, deader than 
h 
; but 1 11 wager a quid his w ife 
and kid*; will he proud 
o f him — and 
tb ct’s more titan your kids w ill be 


a bit in his ideas— but he kept his 
nr out h shut about the king and the 
'"op H ats at homo. 
“ Then we went into the trenches 
and I knew his finish was near. 
A 
firing squad or ‘rest in pence’ was to 
bo bis Int: they all get one or the 
other sooner or later. 
“ After two days in, Fritz got rough 
and o p en ed up with a pretty stiff bom­ 
ba rdinent. 
“ W atkins was in tho fourth squad 
in a 
dugout in the support trench 
when a ‘M innie’ registered a direct lilt 
on tin* r o o f and caved her In. E ve ry 
t»ne lint W atkins was killed. How he 
escaped was a marvel, tho rest of tho 
squad being smashed up something aw ­ 
ful. 
W e collected the pfeces and bur­ 
ion them Hie next day. 
W atkins help­

“ F o r two d a y s W atkins scarcely 
spoke a word, just went round w ith 
a faraw ay look on his face. 


“ On the th ird nigh’ after the burial, 
volunteers were called for a bombing 
la id . and I could scarcely believe my 
e a rs when I heard that W atkins had 
volunteered.

was the truth alf 
right— he went along. 


“ W e crawled nut in No M an’s land 
under cover of our barrage and w ait­ 
ed. 
W atkins was next to me. 
Sud­ 
denly a star shell went up and wo 
crouched down in its light.

I could see W atkins— 
Mim e me— he had no rifle or bayonet. 
I whispered over to him : ‘W here’s 
your rifle?’

“ It was rough going in the German 
troneh. and we had quite a little of 
hand-to-hand fighting. Sta r shells were 
going up all around us. 
One of our 
blokes in front of me was just go­ 
ing around the corner of a traverse 
when a big German got him through 
the throat w ith ins bayonet and he 
went down. 
Something sprang p:ixt 
me like* a wildcat and closed w ith the 
Fritz. 
They 
both 
went 
down 
to­ 
gether. 
Ju st then another German 
came at me from the entrance of a 
dugout and I was busy. 
I managed to 
get him. 
Then our lieutenant and two 
men came round and gave the order 
to get back to our trenches. 
The 
lieutenant stumbled over the three 
bodies in front of us. 
One of them 
groaned. 
It was W atkins nil right. 
Unarmed he had sprang at the Germ an 
and with his bare hands had choked 
him to death, but he had a nasty jag­ 
ged bayonet wound in his right side. 
W e managed to get him back to our 
frenches, but lie died on the firestep. 
Before cashing iii he looked up at the 
lieutenant 
and with a grin on his 
face said: ‘Tell the bloomin’ king and 
the Top H ats at ’ome that I died for 
England, and I 
hope that like old 


And Then He Died. 


Smith, my nippers w ill he proud of 
their 
father. 
God 
save 
the 
king,* 
ana then he died. 
“ W a burled him next morning. 
No, 
my opinion of conscientious objectors 
and pacifists has not changed. They 
are either cowards or pro-Germans. 
“ You see W atkins wasn’t either; be 
was a soldier of the king, and a 
damned good one. too.”
